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PREFACE. 

I HE curiofity of the public has been 
jnuch excited, by the late unfortunate expe- 
dition to Bulam,* wherein a number of per- 

ibns 

* Towards the latter end of the year 1791, feveral 
gentlemen formed themfelves into a fociety, for the 
purpofe of endeavouring to eftablifh a fettlement, or 
colony, on fome eligible fpot on or near the coaft of 
Africa ; and being tempted by the flattering informa- 
tion they had received of the ifland of Bulam, they 
refolved to open a fubfeription for raifing a fum of 
money to enable them to proceed in the undertaking, 
and that every fubferiber who was willing to become a 
(bttler in the intended colony, fhould receive, Immedi- 
ately on pofl'effion being taken of the faid ifland, or any 
other fpot on the coaft of Africa, whereon a fettlement 
might be made, a grant of five hundred acres of land 
far (he fum of thirty pounds, and in that proportion 

for 
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&n$ iacrificed their lives to that defire o£ 
emigration, which prompted me alfo to 

quit 

for any greater or lefs number of acres, as far as two 
thoufand, that be migbt be defirous of obtaining ; that 
each perfon who fubferibed as an abfentee purchafer of 
land fhould be entitled to a grant of five hundred acres 
for the fum of fixty pounds, and in that proportion for 
any other number of acres. In the fpace of a month 
after the opening of the fubfeription near nine thoufand 
pound was paid into the hands of the truftees * to* 
wards the expedition, which enabled them to purchafe 
a confiderable inveftment of merchandize for the pur- 
pofe of bartering for the ifland, for the convenience of 
traffic, and for the hire of labour to be applied to 
erecting accommodations for the fettlers, and culti- 
vating the expected territory. The truftees fdbn after 
engaged a number of yeomen and labourers to go from 
England, and chartered the Calypfo and Hankey, two

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-quit my native country ; and on my arrival 
from Africa I had repeated applications* 
from the relatives of many of the advcn* 
turers, fof information concerning the place* 
of our fettlement. Thefe circumstance^ 
added to the importunity of fevcral very 
refps&able characters, as well fubfcribers to 
the Sierra Leone Company, as to the Bui an* 
Aflbciation, have induced me to publifh 
this brief but authentic narrative of the 
undertaking; together with a coneife ac* 
count of the Sierra Leone Colony, and the 
adjacent country. 

yeflels of about three hundred tons each, and affo pur-*' 
chafed the Beggar's Benifon, a {loop of between thirty 
and forty tons, for their accommodation. They fup- 
plied the veflels moft amply with ftores and provifions, 
and likewife plantation tools for the ufe of the fettlers f 
on their arrival in Africa, who were in number about* 
three hundred, and alfo furniflied them with the necef- 

.fery afTorim^ts of amis ajjd ammunition; 
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The reader will, perhaps, be furprifed to 
fee the work contained in fo fmall a com- 
pafs : but his aftonifhment will ceafe, when 
he is informed, that I have written only ftri<ft 
matter of fad:, with the moft fcrupulous 
adherence to truth. It would indeed have 
been no difficult tafk to have augmented 
the bulk of the fjHowing trad, by adopt- 
ing a method too common in performances 
of this nature, writing from invention, and 
fiipplying from the fources of fancy that 
induftry, which has been wanting in obfer- 
vation. But I pledge myfelf to prove, 
by refpe&able witnefles, the authenticity of 
every incident I have related : and though 
my book may not recommend itfelf by its 
magnitude, yet I have fome reafon to ex- 
pedl the favour of the public, from the pa- 
rity of the motives with which I have been 
influenced in its compofition. As I ori- 
ginally 
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ginally wrote this account for the fatisfac* 

tion of a friend, and communicated it to 

« 

him in letters, when every objedt was pre- 
fent before me, I have not thought proper to 
alter its epiftolary form. I can only add* 
that it would have been more pregnant with 
information, had I enjoyed better health and 
naore leifure to colled materials. 
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Sierra Leone, 3d Sept. 1792. 

Indisposition will not permit 

me to give you that minute detail of our ex- 
pedition to Bulam, which I promifed when 
I left England ; but being perfuaded various 
will be the accounts tranfmitted to Europe 
of our undertaking, by feveral of the fub- 
fcribers, I am induced, however inadequate 
to the tafk, to trouble you with my relation. 
After a tedious paflage from Gravefend, we 
arrived at Teneriffe, in the Calypfo, the 4th 

B day 
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day of May laft, having parted company 
with the Hankey and Beggar's Benifon, in a 
gale of wind, two days after our departure 
from the Ilk of Wight. On our arrival* 
we flattered ourfelves with the pleafing 
hope of procuring frefli provifions, but 
were diiappointed by the unprecedented be- 
haviour of Mr. Dalrymple, our Governor, 
whodeclared* when he went on fhore at 
the Health Office, that we had the fmall- 
pox on board our veflel. Of courfe we 
were immediately ordered to depart the 
place* otherwife the fort would fire on us* 
This might have been avoided, by keeping 
the few that were lick of the ftnall-pox 
confined at times to their cabins. Thefet- 
tlers on board the Hankejjthad likewife the 
fmall-pox; but Mr. Bever* the fuperin- 
tendaitf of that ihip, having taken proper 
fleps, received every refreflament the iQand 
afforded. 

Our departure from Teneriffe, without 
our expedted fuppliea, of which we were 

j much 
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much in want, quite' difheartened our peo- 
ple, feveral being ill from living on felt 
provifions. In our paflage from Teherifffe, 
we few the noted peak, at upwards of 
twenty leagues diftance. It is an afcent in 
the form of a fugar-loaf, about fourteen 
miles in circumference, and two miles per- 
j>endicujar # The ifland appeared pleafant 
and fertile ; the town large and handfome, 
and the houfes well built. ' 

Contrary to ourfirft intention of failing to 
St. Jago, which in England we were given 
to underftand was the place appointed to 
meet the Hankey and Beggar's Benifon, we 
made fail for Goree, and arrived there on 
the 13th of M^' This Ifland is fituated 
very near Cape Verd, in Lat. 14° 43' N* 
Long. 17° 20' W. It derives its name 
from a town in Holland, the Dutch having 
been the firft pofleflbrs. In the courfe of 
feveral wars it has been taken and retaken 
by diiFerent powers; and is now in the 

B % pof- 
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pofleffion of the French, having been deli- 
vered up to them by us at the peace oi 
1783. 

The ifland is final!, not exceeding twe 
miles in circumference ; but is particular!) 
well fituated for trade, being fo near Cape 
Verd. On my landing, I found it verj 
difficult to get to the beach, a violent fur: 
continually beating upon it. The Gover- 
nor has a good houfe, and a garden laid ou 
with great tafte and elegance. The cottor 
tree and indigo plant thrive here very well 
but the climate is not favourable for the cul- 
tivation of any ibrt of efculent vegetables 
Moll of their provifion is brought eithe 
from France or from the^pighbouring con- 
tinent : even their water they are obliged t( 
procure from the latter. The flux, an< 
fevers, owing to the unwholefomenefs 
the air, were the predominant difeafes a 
Goree. We found here plenty of fifli 
very few fowls, and thofe at an extrava 

gan 
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gant price ; for fugar, I was obliged to give 
3s. 6d. fterling a lb. for chocolate 10s. and 
every other article was proportionably dear : 
the inhabitants not having received, for up- 
wards of twelve months paft any fupplies 
from France, on account of the late revolu-' 
tion. A fadlory flave (hip, being at anchor 
in the harbour, I went on board, and break- 
foiled L with the fadtor ; who, on my depar- 
ture, made me a prefent of a loaf of foft 
bread, which, believe me, was a great treat. 

On the 15th, fome of our ladies went on 
fhore to the Governor's, and were very po- 
litely entertained. He gave them a ball at 
night, and a fupper ; but you will conceive 
how ihort of frefli provifions they were, 
when you are informed that fifteen perfons fat 
down to fupper on one fmall fowl, a piece 
of flewed meat, and a few loaves of bread, 
not fufficient for three hearty eaters. How- 
ever what was wanting in provifions, was, as 
much as poflible, fupplied by the kindnefs

and attention of the Governor to our peo- 
ple. 

On the 17th, we fhifted our ftation nearer 
the continent, to be in with the land. I 
•went on (bore with the watering party, but 
the furge was fo remarkably high, that to 
get the boat near the beach was impoffiblc. 
A canoe came off*, with an Indian, and con- 
veyed us, one at a time on Jhore, taking the 
advantage of the returning wave ; yet it was 
with the greateft difficulty we arrived at the 
beach. Our boat continued to lay to, off 
and on. The Indians, who are in general 
expert fwirhmers, brought our calks lafe to 
the watering place. We found two or three 
wells i but the water came £0 flowly, 
that had we continued a month on fliore we 
could not have procured a fufficiency for oui 
fhip. However we met with fame palm 
trees, which we tapped, and had good 
wine

The palm tree is remarkably ftrait and 
fmocth, and fome grow to the height of 
one hundred feet. The wine is extracted 
from the trunk by making an incifion at 
the top, and placing gourd bottles under- 
neath, into which the liquor is conveyed. 
The natives here are ftout and robuft, and 
are equal in ftature to the largeft Europeans; 
their colour is fwarthy, or dark brown i 
they have not the flat nofe, or thick lips 
of <he other Indians ; but are favage in 
their behaviour, and great thieves. In the 
courfe of the day, fome of the chiefs, who 
appeared to poflefs a confiderable flbare of 
authority over the others, came down to the 
watering place. I exchanged fome mick* 
laces of glafs beads for their collars, made 
of leather, very curio ufly ftitched, contain- 
ing Arabic characters as a charm againft 
ficknefs and witchcraft, in which the In- 
dians have great faith ; and thofe of any 
note generally wear them round their necks ; 
for, like all uninformed nations, they are 
ftrongly addi&ed to fuperftition,

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In the evening we were under the necef- 
fity of having a rope faftened from the boat 
to the fhore, to affift thofe that could not 
fwim, in running through the furge to the 
boat. When wc ftript ourfelves, the natives 
took the opportunity to make free with fome 
of our cloaths. At length we arrived fafely 
on board, happy to feel ourfelves out of the 
power of fuch inhofpitable wretches. 

On the 19th, at the iftance of the fuh* 
fpribers in general, we failed immediately 
for Bulam, which, without the leaft diffi- 
culty, we made on the 24th of May. This 
ifland, when viewed from our (hip, formed 
one of the moft beautiful profpedts in na- 
ture. It is fituated at the mouth of Rio 
Grande, in Lat. io\ 30'. North, and con- 
tains near four hundred fquare miles, 

On the 25th, we fent a boat out to found; 
on her return we ihifted our itation, and caft 
anchor clofe to the fhore. On the 26th. 
in the forenoon, we manned and armed three 

boats, 
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boats, went on ihore, took pofleflion of the 
ifland, and hoifted the Britifh flag. We had 
a jovial day, each flattering himfelfWith the 
pleafing idea of acquiring, by his ihduftry, 

a fufficient fortune to enable him, in aihort 

• -. 

time, to return to his native country iii ft 
ilate of independence. 

On the 27th, feveral of the fubfcribers 
and fettlers went on fhore, and began to 
clear the land. In the afternoon of the 
fame day, a fmall floop came hovering about 
the mouth of the harbour 3 on which we 
manned a boat, and I was one of the party 
that went in chace of her ; when fhe immedi- 
ately made all the fail fbe could to get away. 
Not with (landing, we at length came up 
with her, and boarded her# She proved a 
fmall Portuguefe trader, and had fix blacks 
ofi board. The mafter, who fpoke the 
Portuguefe language, informed us it. was 
Bulama of which we had taken pofTeffion ; 
butadvifed us not to continue it, until we 
had made a palaver (or talk) withthe owners ; 
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for the ifland belonged to the Canabae 
and Beflago Indians, who were very hoftile 
to Europeans. At our earneft perfuafion, 
the matter returned with us on board our 
{hip, when he repeated the fame information J 
concerning Bulam. 

On the 28th, a number of our people, 
taking with them provifions, arms, &c. fet 
out in order to view the interior part of 
the ifland. On the 29th, in the evening, 
this party wantonly fired the dried grafs 
and trees on the back part of the ifland, 
which continued burning for feveral hours, 
with great rage and fury ; and although our 
fhip was at a great diftance, we heard the 
crackling of the trees very diftindtly. It was 
a very awful fight, and appeared as if the fir- 
mament had been on fire : this was a very 
imprudent aft ion, as it certainly alarmed 
the natives of the adjoining iflands. On the' 
30th, being on fhorc fhooting, we were 
furprifed by the arrival of a war canoe full 

of 
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of armed Indians, landing on the beach. 
Wc armed and marflialkd our toen for baU 
tie, in order to receive them properly if 
they came with any hoftile intention, and 
immediately a confultation was held, % at the 
conclufioa of which, I was deputed 
with a flag of truce to parly with them. 
When I arrived at the canoe, which 
was not until I was up to my middle 
in mud and water, I found near forty men 
on the beach, and in the canoe, armed with 
mufkets and cutlafTes. On my inviting 
them to our tente, they anfwered, in the 
Portuguefe language, they were going round 
the land : and accordingly, finding us too 
well prepared to receive them, they put off 
to fea. 

Thefe men were flout and tall, but had 
very difagreeable features, their lips being 
exceedingly thick, and their nofes remark- 
ably broad and flat. Their complexion was 
of a coal black, and they had no fort of 
cloathing, except a fmall leather apron be- 
hind, 
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hind, which was brought forward tight be- 
twixt the thighs, and tied to the middle. 

A number of fettlers with their wives 
and % children, having fince our firft land- 
ing, continued dwelling on the ifland, in 
fmall huts eredted with trees, and in tents ; 
it was agreed, in order to prevent being fur- 
prized in the night by the Indians, that all 
our people fhould return on board. This 
was accordingly performed, leaving our 
tents Handing, with the kitchen furniture, 
linnen, &c. Upon our going on fhore the 
following day, in queft of water, we found 
the Indians had relanded in the night, and 
taken away the tents, and every other arti- 
cle. On our return on board, we related 
the circumftance, and I offered to go in a 
boat to Biflao, a fettlement belonging to 
the Portuguefe, in order to procure proper 
information concerning Bulam ; declaring 
that I conceived keeping pofleffion of the 
fame without purchafe was improper and 

dan- 
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dangerous : but it was determined not to 
fend to BifTao, until the arrival of the Han- 
key and Beggar's Benifon. Several of the 
fettlers, who had been * out to view the 
ifland, returned, and brought with them 
two elephant's teeth, that had been dropt; 
but the people came on board in a very bad 
condition. Two or three of them had been 
fatigued to fuch a degree, that they had 
left their mufkets behind, and not having 
marked the fpot, it was impoffible ever to 
recover them ; their provifion alfo having 
been cxhaufted, they had fubfifted on wild 
fruit. Thefe reported, that they found the 
ifland clear of wood in many places, and 
covered with high grafs ; the foil rich and 
fertile; feveral large rivulets of wholefome 
water, and good lofty timber of various 
qualities, fit and convenient for every pur- 
pofe. They remarked, in particular, the 
manchineel tree, the fruit of which, though, 
uncommonly delightful to the eye, contains 
one of the worft poifons in nature. To its 

ill 
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ill eflfe&s, one of our people was very nearly 
falling a viftim : for having tafted the liquid 
that flows from the tree, his mouth, in an 
inftant, fwelled to an ama2ing fize. The 
country is fomewhat flat, except in the mid- 
dle, which is mountainous ; in many places 
the land had been cleared, and cultivated 
for rice. The party met with large droves 
of buffaloes, deer, antelopes, and wild hogs* 
with flocks of Guinea fowls and pidgeons. 
Of fruits, they obferved, wild plumbs, 
grapes, and the four pap. 

Our people ftill continued to clear the 
land, and began to build a block houfe, arid 
many of them with their families, again 
flept and dwelt on fhore. ' On the 3d day of 
June, about 2 o'clock in the afternoon, hear- ; 
ing the report of guns, we immediately 
afmed two boats, and fent them on fhore, 
to affift our people in cafe of danger. On 
the arrival of the boats, they found the In- 
duns had landed on the other fide of "the 

' iQand,

ifland, and furprifed our people, who were 
engaged clearing the land : They had killed 
five men, and with favage barbarity, hacked 
them to pieces, wounded feveral, and taken 
five women and three children prifoners. 
They had alfo taken away the tent, fixty 
Hand of arms, fhot, powder, a quantity of 
deals that were carried on fhore for the pur- 
pofe of building, befides wearing apparel, 
linen, and feveral other valuable articles. 
Seeing what palled on fhore, we fired oijr 
guns, in order to fecure the retreat of our 
people. Many, at the hazard of their lives* 
were obliged to fwim on board, the Indians 
having followed them down to the beach ; they 
had even the impudence to fire at our fhip, 
with our own mufkets. It was late at night 
before we had re-embarked all our people, 
feveral having been out fhooting. The 
noife and confufion that reigned at that pe- 
riod on board our fhip is not to be ima- 
gined ; fome bewailing the lofs of their huf- 
bands, others of their fathers, and fome of 

"their 
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their wives and children, a fcene too fhock< 
ipg to dwell upon. 

On the 4th of June, our watering cafks 
being on the illand, we agreed to fend or 
fbore three of our boats well manned, anc 
each perfon provided with eight rounds oi 
powder and ball, to bring them off, anc 
bury our dead ; the (hip firing her guns tc 
cover our landing. I was one of the party, 
and being of the advanced guard, I muf 
confefs, expected a (hot or two ; for as w( 
pafhed on towards the woods, the reft of the 
party remaining on the beach, the Indians 
might have fired upon us unperceived from 
behind the trees. We fecured all our wa- 
tering cafks, except two, which the In- 
dians had taken away ; but it was deemed 
imprudent to venture round the point to 
bury our dead, not knowing the ftrength oi 
the Indians. Give me leave to fay, mj 
friend, had the governor taken my advice, 
and permitted me to have gone to Bifiao foi 

infbrma- 
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information concerning the ifland, or if a 
proper place had been appointed as a rendez- 
vous for the /other ihips, this unfortunate 
accident might have been avoided : and in- 
" deed he probably would have done the for* 
'mer, had he not been over- ruled by Mr, 
Hankhorn, the fuper-intendant of our fliip. 

After tfur return on board, we fet fail for 
Bifiao. Whenwowfcre under way, the In- 
dians came down to the beach, attired fome 
in men's, and others in women's apparel, be- 
longing to our people whom they had mur- 
dered, and taken prifbners, hallooing, hoot- 
ing, and treating us with contempt and de«* 
rifion. Before we made the harbour of 
JBiflao, we efpied the Hartkey and Beggar's 
Uenifon at anchor in the roads, they having 
arrived the day before, and fent to Biflao for 
information concerning Bulam : and, not- 
withftanding the misfortune of our recent 
Iofs, much joy prevailed at the meeting of 
our comrades. This day, two of our 

C wounded 
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wounded men died, and either on account 
of fatigue, or the unwholefomenefs of the 
climate, a number of our people were taken 
ill with fevers, and our decks were covered 
.with them, as the exceffive heat in the 
, fteerage and cabin was to them infuppor t- 
able. 

On the 6th of June, we anchored off 
the town of BifTao, and faluted the fort. 
This fettlement is fituated on the banks of 
Rio Grande, and has a fine harbour, in 
which there is room and depth of water for 
almoft any number of the largeft flhips ; but 
the climate is hot, boifterous, unwholefome, 
and fubjedfc to great ftorms of rain and wind, 
and tornadoes* Yet the land contiguous to 
this town is exceedingly pleafant, and the 
foil is rich and fertile, watered by a great 
number of rivulets, and covered with good 
timber and fruit trees. The cabbage tree, 
remarkable for the hardnefs of its wood; the 
palm tree, which affords the oil, as well 

as 
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as the wine, fo much efteemcd, and ih eon-* 
ftant ufe with the Indians, both in food and 
id medicine ; and the foap tree, the berries 
of which, whcA.properly prepared* anfwer 
all the purpofes. Qf fpapfor wafjimg, grow 
here fpontaneoufly. A royal company 
from Lilbon is eftablifhed here, in order to 
fupply- the Brazils with {laves ; . and four 
veffels of 800 tons each touch at this place 
from Lifbon, in their voyage to the Bra- 
zils, in order to receive them.The fort is very 
ftrong, and was 7 years in building. Before 
it was completed, it coft the Portuguefe 
upwards of 700 men, who died throug 
fatigue, and the infalubrity of the climate. 
It covers more than two acres of ground, and 
contains a number of houfes, ftore-houfes, 
public offices, a church, and the governor's 
houfe. At this fort they keep a conftant 
watch, in order to defend the town frpnj 
any fudden alarm of the neighbouring In- 
dians. They have a government, civil and 
military, and the garrifon is compofed^chiefly 
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of tranfports from St. Jago, and other parts*. 
We were well fupplied with firefh flock at. 
die following low prices: a finall ox, 6 
bars ; a goat and kid, i bars > and 12 fowls, 
1 bar; a bar being on an average of the va- 
lue of as* fterling in European goods. Milk 
was cheap, and limes were very plentiful * 
but vegetables were fcarce and dear, as was 
rice, on account of the flothfulnefs of the 
natives, who are fb very lazy in cultivating 
fheir lands, that, did not the fertility of 
the foil afford them fubfiftence, they would 
itarve. 

The cotton tree and indigo plant grow 
well here, but the inhabitants of Biflao, 
who are for the moil part Mulattoes and 
Blacks, turn their attention iblely to trade. 

I underwent great fatigue on my firft ar- 
rival, being obliged to aft as interpreter in. 
the Portuguefe language for our people, with 
the governor and others. 
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On the 8 th of June, through the mtercft 
of Mr. Silva de Cardozo, a very refpe&able 
merchant, we fent to Canabac, to treat for 
the ranfom of the women and children, that 
were taken prifbners afr Balam. On the 
9th, we had our afidience frith the governor, 
who received us with J great formality ^and 
pomp at the fort. We pafled through a file 
of foldiers, confiding of a let of ill-looking 
Tagged Blacks and Mulattoes, fome with old 
rufty mufkets without firelocks, and others 
with flicks inftcad of mufkets. The go^ 
vernor, who like wife was a Mulatto, inform* 
cd us, it was a particular favour/ that we were 
permitted to anchor off the town, no other 
nation, except the Portugucfe, being al- 
lowed that liberty. After our audience, thb 
governor accompanied us to his garden, 
which was like our orchards in England, 
and contained in great per fed ion, orange, 
lime, lemon, fig, guava, banana, cocoa 
nut; and plantain trees, as alfo pine apples, 
water melon 8, cucumbers, and cafiava 
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plants, with a few cabbages. I A the mid ft 
of a ferious converfation concerning the dif- 
ferent treaties at prefent fubfifting between 
the court of Portugal and Great Britain, the 
governor defired me to inform Mr. Dal» 
rvmple, that, if we had occafion for a fupply 
of cabbages, he would provide us as cheaply 
as any perfon in the town ; yet his whole 
flock, at that time, did not expeed thirty. 

On the 14 th, returned the floop, that 
was feat for our people, who were taken 
prifoners at Bulam, and brought three 
of the women, and two children ; one 
of the women and her child having been 
taken by another nation of Indians, called 
the Bitfagos, and both died foon after they 
were ranfomed; and the other woman, a 
very refpe&able lady, of the name of Gar- 
dener, whole hufband had died of his 
wounds, was crqelly murdered immediately 
after the was taken, not being able to tfavel 
on account of lamenefs. They arrived quite 
naked, having been flapped at the time they 
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yttxt taken. For their ranfom we paid two 
htindrcd and fifty bars. 

As I found the fcheme of colonizing Bulam 
not likely to take place, having already bu- 
ried feveral of our people, and a great number 
being ftill on the fick lift with fevers, I took 
the refolution of leaving the Calypfo, and 
abandoning the undertaking, and went on 
board an American Have brig, from Bofton, 
bound to the Havannah. On the 26th day 
of June, the fhips belonging to our com- 
pany failed for Bulam, having firft agreed 
with Captain Moore, of the American brig, 
to accompany Meflieurs Beaver and Dob- 
bins to Canabac, in the Beggar's Beni* 
fon, in order to purchafe the ifland of Bu- 
lam. 

During our company's ftay here, we had 
a folemn offer from the king of the Pa- 
pel^bf fufficient land, to eftablifha fet- 
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tlement in his country ; but this Wing ia 
the vicinity of Biflao, to avoid giving of* 
fence to the court of Portugal, who are jea- 
lous to an exceflive degree, we declined ac~ 
cepting his kind and generous ofljbr. 

The natives of Papel mark^heir bodies 
in various forms, called tattooing, and alio 
plait their hair in a very curious manner. 
They appeared a very inoffenfive people, and 
vfcry defirous of an intercourfe with the 
Englifh; The Portuguefe at Biflao, al* 
though an adjoining fettlement, are feldonv 
or ever on terms of real friendship with 
them. The clothing of the Papels qon- 
fifts of different kinds of St. Jaga cloths* 
tied round their middle, fome of which fell: 
for 60 bars. The greater part of their food . 
is boiled rice, with palm oil. They are ex^ 
tremely fond of a fruit called kola, which 
is 1 about the fi jse of a large Spanifh chefnut* , , 
is eaclofcd in a thin hulk, and taftes ipry 
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bitter. It is not only valued for being ptea* 
fknt to eat, but for it's medicinal qualities 
in removing all diforders that particularly afw 
fc€t the liver, difeafes very prevalent amongit 
the natives. Thefe people are remarkable 
fpr their cleanlinefs, and both men and wo- 
men wafh themfelves morning and evening 
in running water. In their perfons they 
referable the Indians on .the continent of 
Goree, except in their colour, which is jet 
black. Their weapons were mufkets and 
cutlafles, procured from the traders* and 
for defence many of them ufed wooden: 
fliields. They manufacture a coarfe cotton- 
cloth, . about a quarter of a yard wide, 
which pafles currently for money ; twenty 
ftripes of a yard long being reckoned at a 
bar. Their canoes are large, well made, and 
capable of carrying twelve hogsheads of to- 
bacco with eafe and fafety. Their houfe* 
ard fquare, about twenty feet long and tea 
wide, with a fhelving roof fupported by 
pofts i the roof is covered with palm leaves, 

and 
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and the floor with long grafs, over which 
they lay mats, and upon thefe they fit in 
the day, and fleep at night. 

The country is diverfified with hills and 
vallies; the land is extremely fertile, and 
abounds with plantains, yams, limes, and 
bananas ; and there are plenty of oxen, pigs, 
goats, and fowls. 

On the i ft day of July, returned captain 
Moore in the Beggar's Benifon. He in- 
formed me, that on his arrival at Canabac 
a folemn palaver was held with the kings of 
Canabac and Beflago, and the head men of 
thofe places ; when, after a long and ferious 
confultation, the ifland of Bulam was pur- 
chafed of them for the fum of 473 bars, be- 
fide feveral valuable prefents to the chief 
natives in European commodities. Cap- 
tain Moore alfo informed me, that, on his 
arrival at Bulam, with the deed of purchafe, 

" poflef- 
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pofleflion was formally, and indeed juftlyt 
taken of the ifland; but not on the fideoir 
which we landed at the time of the mat* 
lacre of our people : that on the next day 
a general meeting was held of the fubferi- 
bers and fettlers ; and as feveral of them 
were in a bad ftate of health, it was agreed, 
that the Calypfo fhould, with all convenient 
ipeed, depart for Europe, and that fuch of 
the fubferibers and fettlers as were deter- 
mined to return home, fhould be at full li- 
berty to take their paflage on board the (aid 
fhip. Accordingly, upwards of one hun- 
dred refolved to fail for England. 

I ftill continued at Biflao, and flept on 
board the brig, the town being unhealthy 
and dangerous ; for the Portuguefe, except 
two or three families, were under the ne^ 
ceffity of returning every evening into the 
fort ; as the Antulas, a neighbouring na- 
tion of Indians, are continually at war with 
them, and often come down on a dark 

night, 



night, plunder the town, and murder fuch 
of the inhabitants as they take. However, 
as an Englishman, I have often travelled 
into the Papel country, and met the An- 
tula Indians, and found them very friendly. 

At a conference I had with the king of 
the Papcls, another king, apd feveral of 
their head men, they aflured me, it was their 
general rule and cuftom, that when they 
were at war, and took priibners, or when 
any of their fubjadts committed crimes, they 
kept them until fome European {hip came 
on their coaft to trade, or as long as their 
provifion of rice lafted i but immediately, 
when their rice began to fail, or if no trad* 
ing veflel came to purchafe them, they put 
them to death without any ceremony. Se- 
veral times have I witnefled, that when a 
flave has been brought down from the coun* 
try, he has appeared fad and dejeded ; but 
as foon as he was purchafed, and taken on 
board a fhip, he has been cheerful and quit© 

contented* 
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contented* I am not concerned, dire&ly or 
indircdly, in the {lave trade, therefore yon 
may rety on my information. The ufual 
price of Haves on this part of the coaft, is 
from one hundred to one hundred and 
twenty bars, in European commodities. 
Elephants teeth are fold, the largeft fijce* 
at the rate of two pounds per bar, and the 
finaller, three pounds. 

Whilft I was at Biflao, we had feveral 
fudden and violent ftorms of wind, rain, 
thunder, and lightning, attended with a fu- 
rious fwelling of the fea ; in one of which 
a flafh of lightning fhivered our maintop- 
maft and yards, and {truck down all the 
men that were on deck. At the fame time, 
feveral roofs of the houfes in the town 
were torn off. The governor, Mr. Silva dc 
Cardoso, and the other principal inhabitants 
of Biflao, treated me with great kttention and 
civility, and provided me with every necef- 
lary I had occafion for j and on my depar- 
ture, 
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tore, his excellency made me'a prefent of a 
fine calf, and Mr. Silva dc Cardozo, gave 
me fowls and fweet-meats. 

I remained at Biflao near two months, 
when the brig, having completed her pur- 
chafe of flaves and goods, confifting of ivory 
and wax, failed for the Ifle de Los j but on 
the next night, being at anchor off the illand 
of May, we encountered a fevere gale of 
wind, that parted our cable, and we loft our 
anchor. Our ihip not being provided with 
another, it was with the greateft difficulty 
we efcaped being on fliore, and had this hap- 
pened, our fituation would have been mi- 
fcrablc indeed, the natives being cruel and 
inhofpitable to ftrangers. 

Immediately as we got clear, we failed to 
the new fettlement of Bulam, in order to 
procure another anchor. On our arrival at the 
-faid place, we found the people had cleared 
upwards of ten acres of land, but they were 
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in general in a fickly ftate, dying one or two 
in a day : indeed, I attribute their ficknefs 
and dying fo faft, more to a want of clean- 
linefs, and attention to their health, as alio 
to the great fatigue they had endured, than 
to the air of the ifland : for the climate here, 
though hot, appeared to me fine and heal- 
thy, being refrefhed with cooling gales,, 
that blew morning and evening from the 
fea and land. The country is delightful; 
the fea abounds with the moft delicious fi{h 
of every kind, and the iiland with, buffaloes, 
deer, antelopes, wild hogs, and Guinea 
fowls, doves, pigeons, and feveral forts of 
fmall birds. In it are alfo many elephants, 
monkies, and parrots; and the elephants 
had often come down to the beach to bathe 
in the fea. 

A garden that had not been planted above 
a month, was in a high and forward flate 
of cultivation, and the feveral feeds brought 
from Europe were in a thriving condition 

and 
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and healthy. The cotton, bananas, plan- 
tain, and orange trees, with the indigo 
plant, pine apples, yams, and caflava root, 
were in a flourifhing way. 

The harbour of Bulam is fo fecure, deep, 
calm, and fheltered from the wind, that 
one hundred fail of the line might ride at 
lafe in all weathers and winds, as if in dock. 
Certainly, if this ifland had been in the pof- 
feflion of the Sierra Leone company, with 
their capital, it would, in a very fhort time, 
become fecond only to Jamaica, if not its 
equal. I have been to that ifland, and the 
little knowledge I have of the fame war* 
rants me to fay, that the foil of Bulam 
would produce the fugar cane, indigo, cot* 
ton, pimento, and ginger ; fo that when the 
ifland comes to be properly fettled, the in- 
habitants will foon be fupplied, not only 
with the neceflaries, but with the luxuries 
of life in great abundance. 

We 
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We continued at Bulam iixteen days, hav- 
ing been obliged to fend to Biflao for an 
anchor. During that time, I diverted my- 
felf on fhore with fhooting and viewing the 
country. A fmall ifland, called Areas, op- 
pofite to the fettlement of Bulam, being fe- 
parated from it only by a fmall arm of the 
fea, and the adjacent land on the Continent, 
had been purchafed of the kings of Ghinala, 
on account of the Aflbciation, for the price 
of three hundred bars in European goods. 
On thefe there is good timber, and the foil 
is, in every refpedt, as fertile as that of Bu- 
lam. On the return of the boat from. 
BiiTao with the anchor, we failed for the 
Ifle de Los, which we made in three days* 

De Los is a fmall ifland near the 
entrance of the river Sierra Leone, not 
exceeding two miles in circumference, and 
belonging to MefTrs. Hodgfons, African 
merchants, of Liverpool. It contains a 
few houfes for the clerks, ftorehoufes, and 
fome huts. On the ifland are fome lime and 
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orange trees,' with a few plantains, and cu- 
cumbers, but fcarcely any "other vegetables. 
The chief fadtor refides on board the Fac-* 
tory fhip. I weht on board this (hip, which 
had been a large Dutch Eaft-Indiaman, and 
was provided with every accommodation, and 
dined with Mr, Harrock, the fadlor. They 
had near fix hundred flaves between decks, 
prepared to embark for our Weft- India 
Iflands. The greateft care and attention 
were obliged to be taken, left the flaves 
fhould, from any mifunderftanding, prove 
refradlory and rife. During the night, hav- 
ing been comfortably accommodated with 
a bed on board, I was put in mind of a 
befieged fortrefs, "All's Well," having 
been called every quarter of an hour* 

The number of failors in the brig, fincc 
my firft going on board, having diminifhed 
by deaths from her full complement to three 
perfons, and the mafter being likewife con- 
fined to his cabin with ficknefs, the veflel 

could 
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could not proceed for want of bands, I 
therefore was under the neceffity of quitting 
her, and taking my paflage on board a fmall 
(loop for Sierra Leone. 

We were three days failing to that place. On 
our paflage we experienced the moil tremend- 
ous weather ; for upwards of twenty hours 
we had inceflantly rain, thunder and light- 
ning, with a rough and boifterous fea, 
expedted every returning wave to fink ;• our 
floop being fmall and very heavy laden, 
we had no flicker from the weather, (he 
being flowed full below. The crew, who 
managed the fails with great fkill, were 
flaves belonging to Mr. Harrock at the Ifle 
de Los. 

It was evening when we arrived at Sierra 
Leone, and being dark, it was with the 
greateft difficuly I got on fhore, the landing 
place at that period being very dangerous* 
I procured at a great expence part of a hut 
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among fome Blacks, to dwell In, and made a 
very hearty fupper on fifh, porcupine, and 
fquirrels. I found the Calypfo from Bularn 
here, on her paflage to England, but the 
people on board her were in general fick with 
the fcurvy and fever, five or fix dying in a 
day. It has happened, that two or three have 
dined in my company on fhore in perfedl 
health, when on their return on board, they 
have been taken ill, and I have feen them 
corpfes in lefs than twenty hours. Before 
my arrival at this place, I had been near 
four months on ths coaft, and enjoyed in 
every refped: a good ftate of health ; but now 
I begin to feel the bad effcdts of the climate 
of Africa, for I have been for fome days 
very ill. The Calypfo is under way for Old 
England, therefore I cannot enlarge.

jP H I S is the fir ft day, fince I wrote 
you by the Calypfo, th.it I have been able 
to take up my pen ; having been for a long 
time confined to my bed with the country 
fever, but contrary to the opinion of the 
phyfician that attended me, who for fome 
days expedted my death, I am ftill among 
the living. At the commencement of 
my illnefs, a brig arrived from the ifland 
of Madeira, intending to fail for Eu- 
rope in two or three days. I accordingly 
embraced the favourable opportunity, and 
agreed for my pafiage on board her ; but 
my illnefs continuing, the brig, after wait- 
ing fome time in hopes * of my reco- 
very, was at laft obliged to fiil. Since 
the fever has left me, I have continued very 
weak, and my legs have fwollen to an 
amazing thicknefs $ yet I have been obliged 
(to hobble about in fearch of my daily pro- 
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vifion, as I can aflure you this colony has 
been for fome time paft at a very fhort al- 
lowance. I am obliged at times to give 2$. 
to the fettlers for a fmall fowl ; when I am 
able to procure them of the natives, they 
are confiderably cheaper. We have been 
provided lately with turtle, fi(h, fweet po- 
tatoes, and yams. Vegetables, except the 
tops of fweet potatoes, are not to be had at 
prefent. We have alfb venifon, fowls, 
doves, limes, oranges, pine apples, and cu-i 
cumbers, with feveral forts of plumbs, 
which the natives often bring down* from 
the mountains to fell and exchange for Eu* 
ropean commodities. 

Not to difcourage the feveral fubferibers 
to the Sierra Leone Company, having re- 
ceived every affiftance from the Company's 
Servants, you will excufe my giving any 
opinion concerning the ftate of "this co- 
lony, or the probability of its fpeedy fuccefs^ 
The Company is certainly at an enormous 
% cxpence $ 
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expence ; but it has a great capital to fup- 
port it. All infant fettlements are under 
fomc difficulties at the commencement, 
therefore, with perfeverance, t have not the 
leaft doubt of the ultimate fuccefs of this 5 
but it may be confidered in the light of 
a plantation of wood, where no advan- 
, tage can be expe&ed from it for fomc 
years, Mr. Dawes, the prefent Governor, 
is a man in every refpedfc calculated for his 
fituation, and of great abilities ; and he ads 
in the moft upright manner for the benefit 
gnd intereft of the Company. 

This colony is fituated on the river Sierra 
Leone, fo called by the Portuguese from 
the number of lioas that formerly infefted 
the neighbouring mountains. The climate is 
in general unhealthy to Europeans, particu- 
larly in the mountainous parts ; the open 
country is not fo bad, as it is temperate in 
the afternoon from the breezes that gene- 
rally blow from the fea. The bay and en- 
trance to the river abound with a great va- 
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r riety of fifh, fuch as gar fifh, cavalloes, jew 
fifh, foles, cat fifh, fharks, and mullets ; and 
on the rocks are plenty of oyfters. The coun- 
try about the colony produces rice, oranges, 
lemcns, plantains, bananas, yams, cafTava, 
pineapples, and feveral forts of white plumbs. 
In the mountains arethe palm and cocoa tree ; 
indttd the country is over-grown with trees, 
fo clofe together, that it is one continued fo- 
reft. In the mountains are a great number 
of wild animals, as tigers, wild boars, 
roe-bucks, monkies, and ferpents ; in the 
woods are doves, parrots, and parroquets* 
There are alfo deer, goats and fowls. 

The native inhabitants are not fo black 
as thofe of the neighbouring countries. The 
men in general are tall and well made ; th* 
women have very pleafing features, but are 
fhort and robuft, owing to their being con- 
ftantly employed in labour. They are a 
very quarrelfome, impetuous, and revenge- 
ful 
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ful fet of people, and on account of tht^ 
lead trifle will raife a palaver, in order to 
extort, as a compromife, fpirituous liquors, 
to the ufe of which they are much addicted.. 
They will part with every thing they have, 
nay, I am well informed, their chiefs pftea 
fell their people to procure them. At every 
religious ceremony, marriage or burial, and 
at their palavers, they drink to an excefs, 
which generally creates quarrels, that. leU; 
dom or ever terminate without fome fan- 
guinaryadt. Inftances have been kno\^n at 
their burial ceremonies, which ^continue a 
week, of their broaching an hogfliead of 
rum, and fitting round it until it was finifh- 
ed, hooting, finging their threnody, and 
beating- the drum. 

The men take upon thcmfelves the perils 
of war, together with the toils of hunting, 
{hooting-, and fifhing. From the feveral 
European fhips that frequent the CQaft for 
ilaves, they procure guns, of which- they 

are 
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are vety fond, and ufe them with great 
dexterity. The women cultivate the land, 
make palm oil, fpin cotton, and carry their 
produce to market. It is not uncommon 
to fee a woman with two children in her 
arms, and a heavy load on her head com- 
ing down from the mountains, whilft 
her hufband walks behind, without any in- 
cumbrance, except his gun, whittling and 
finging; 

The cloathing of the women confifts of 
a pieqe of cloth, generally blue of white, 
which is fattened about their middle, and 
capable of being brought up round their 
ihoulders. The children adorn their mid- 
dies with a net made of glafs beads, The 
men's drefs differs but little from that of the 
women's $ but they are very partial to Euro- 
pean cloaths, and appear proud and pleafed 
tyhen they are attired in them. 

Their houfes, or huts, are low and thatch- 
ed with ftraw. Some are round and others 

oblong. 
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oblong- Their furniture coniifts of iron 
pots to boil their victuals, gourds to fetch 
palm wine, a few earthen difhes, and a largo 
pewter difh to gather their cockles ancl oyf- 
ters in. Their bed is a mat, on which they 
fleep without any covering. Their food is 
principally boiled rice, herbs, fruit, cockles, 
and oyfters, which they prefer to the greateft 
rarities. They are very fond of dancing, 
and generally fptfnd their evenings in that 
diversion. Their mufic coniifts of a drum f 
piade of a hollow piece of wood. 

As to their religion, they believe in a fu- 
ture ftate, but do not feem to have any object 
of worfhip, except that they appear to pay 
ibme kind of reverence to the fun and moon. 
They have many fuperftitious notions, and 
have a high opinion of their federal charms, 
which they conftantly carry in a bag about 
their necks. 

They make very good matting, fome of 
which is finer, and in every refpedt better, 

than 
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than any we have in Europe; the coarfer 
fort ferves them to fleep on, the finer they 
barter with Europeans. 

The Sierra Leone Company have pur- 
chafed fomeland on the Boulon (hore, lying 
oppofite this colony, and have a plantation 
of fugar canes there. They employ at 
weekly wages a number of the natives, in 
order to cultivate this plantation ; which, 
though in an infant (late, is in a very thriv- 
ing condition. The country is flat, but the 
foil is' rich, and produces great quantities of 
jrice. 

The king of Nambana, in whofe terrri- 
tory the plantation is fituated, a very 
refps&able old man, has been here on 
a palaver. He is a great friend to the 
Englifh, and takes great pains to affeft 
their manners and maxims ; but bis peo- 
ple, Jike almo.ft all Indians, are given to 
intemperance in drinking fpirituous liquors. 
He has a fon now in England, at Mr. 
Thornton's, member for Southwark, and 

Chair- 
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Chairman of the Sierra Leone Company, 
for his education. It is to be hoped, on his 
return to his native country, his ideas, by 
being under the tuition of able mafters, and 
refiding for fome time in a civilized land, 
will induce him to inculcate into the minds 
of his countrymen, and neighbours, fomc 
notions of an omnipotent Creator, and of 
humanity, and difpoflefs them, in fome 
meafure, of that favage ferocity that cha- 
racter ifes them. 

I will relate a recent inftance of their 
cruelty, which happened laft week, not 
fix leagues from this place. It (hows, in 
the ftrongeft manner, to what a degree of 
barbarity the minds of men are carried, when 
untamed by the refinements of polirtied fo- 
ciety, and that no length of time is fufficient 
to allay their refentment. A Daniih fhip, 
coming to this coaft for flaves, was traded 
with, and treated very juftly on its arrival; 
but in the night, the crew not being on their 

guard,' 
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guard, the natives availed themfelves of the 
opportunity to feize the fhip and cargo, and 
Cruelly murdered^every perfon on board.The 
cxcufe they gave for acting fo unwarrantably 
was, that about fixteen years ago, a Dutch 
Teflel touched there to trade, and ftole fome 
of their people. And the fevcral fettlers 
about this coaft rather encourage them to 
fuch hoftile adts, than the contrary, as fome 
of them immediately purchafed the fhip and 
cargo. 

I have endured many feverc hardships fince 
my firft arrival at this part of the coaft, occa« 
fioned by my late fit of ficknefs ; yet had I 
enjoyed my health, I mull have expedted 
£>me difficulties in an infant colony. The 
thunder and lightning are fo very dreadful, 
that I have not words to convey an idea of 
them ; and the ground at prefent is covered 
with red ants, and other infedls. The ants 
have often taken pofleffion of a hut, and 
compelled the inhabitants to abandon it, 
otherwife they would have been in danger 

of 
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of their lives, they come in fiich amazing 
droves. Perhaps in the courfe of time, 
when the land is further cleared, we fha)l 
get rid of fuch troublefome company. 

Upwards of two hundred of the fettlers, 
with feveral of the natives, continue to 
clear the woods ; they have each a weekly 
payment in money, befides their allowance 
of provifions. They are much better fi* 
tuated in many refpe&s than our labouring 
people in England ; as the Company gives 
them every encouragement they can wifh 
or defire. It is impoffible to conceive the 
chearfulnefs with which they go to their 
daily labour at five o'clock in the morning, 
and continue till the afternoon, when each 
attends his domeftic concerns, and culti- 
vates his garden. In the evening they ad- 
journ to fome meeting, of which they have 
many, and fing Pfalms with the greateft 
devotion until late at night. It is a pleafing 
fight on a Sunday to fee them go to church, 

attired 
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attired in their gayeft apparel, with content 
and happinefs imprinted on their counte- 
nances. 

A fchool is eftablifhcd here for the edu- 
cation of the children of the fettlers, who 
are taught reading and writing. The fe- 
veral natives of the adjoining countries have 
begun to fend their children to Sierra Leone 
for education ; therefore it may be prefumei, 
that in the courfe of a few years, the inha- 
bitants contiguous to this colony, will be- 
come ufeful members of fqciety. The Sierra 
Leone Company have certainly great merit 
in reforming their black fettlers, who be- 
fore were a peft to the community, and had 
not the leaft idea of religion or morality, 
but are now fo far reclaimed from their ori- 
ginal degeneracy of manners, as to be equal 
at leaft to the populace of moft civilized na- 
tions* 

It is intended* immediately after a pro-* 
per plot of land has been cleared, to remove 

the 
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the town, and rc-build it on a more uni~ 
form fcale, a furvey having lately been 
taken for that purpofe. At prefent the huts, 

or houfes, are chiefly made of wicker-work 
and mud, and the roofs are thatched with 
gr^fs, which harbours great quantities of 
rats and lizards ; but fome of the moft 
ingenious of the fettlers have eredted 
themfelves very comfortable dwellings of 
wood, 

The Company, at the firft eftablifhment 
of the Colony, fent out feveral large framed 
houfes for the governor and principal fer- 
vants, one of which they ufe for the church 
gnd fchool. Two framed hofpitals, that 
have lately come from England, have been 
converted into apartments for the chief 
clerks ; the fettlers of colour having be- 
come inured to the climate fo a^ to have 
lio occafion for them. A good brick houfe 
has been built near the landing place for 
the ftorekeeper, at which a ware-room of 

E dry 
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cfry goods is kept, in order to fappTy the 
fettlers with European commodities, which 
arc retailed out at a very moderate price. 
Alfo a brick warehoufe is begun to be 
ereded, which, when finifhed, will be ca- 
pable of containing the cargoes of ievcral 
{hips. At prefent, the goods are kept 
chiefly on board the York, a large ftore- 
fhip. 

It would be needlefs in me to give you a 
defcription of the form of government of 
this Colony, as I am perfuaded you were 
well acquainted with it prior to my depar- 
ture from Europe. This I can aflure you* 
juftice is adminiftered here with the utmoft 
impartiality, and no crime is committed 
with impunity : on the contrary* every 
tranfgreflion is puniflhed, either by whip- 
ping or imprifonment. Nay* if thea&be 
of a heinous nature, the culprit is, by the 
.firft opportunity, fent to England to be 
treated according to his defer ts. The laft 

fentence 



fentcnce has lately been pafled oft One of 
the fettlers, who, after a fair and candid 
trial, was convidted on the clearcft evidence 
of having fold a male flave to a trade fhip $ 
a crime which tauft certainly be deemed 
here of the blacked dye ; fince the firft in- 
ftitution of the Sierra Leone Company was 
formed, more with a view to abolifh the 
Slave Trade, than for any great gain <y ad- 
vantage the Company expedted to receive, 
from the fettlement. 

I flattered myfelf with returning to my 
native country in the Harpy, having beei* 
promifed my paflage in that fhip by the 
governor y but yefterday fhe failed, leaving 
all her paflengers behind, in confequence 
of a difpute which happened between the 
governor and the Captain, who was then 
under an arreft in the York ftore-fhip, but 
by fome ftratagem, found an opportunity 
to get on board his own veflel, and imme- 
diately fet fail for Europe. You will re- 
ceive 
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ceivc this by the Oceania fmall floop, 
difpatched on purpofe to acquaint the Sierra 
keon? Company of that tranfa&ion.

Some Information refpe&ing America, colle&ed by 

Thomas Cooper, late of Manchefter, 

With a Map of the Middle States of America,
